Wa invite the attention of Mr. Gladstone, and 
the other admirers of pocket boroughs, to what took 
place at the recent elections in the King's County. 
On this occasion, one of the largest and most unman- 
ageable constituencies in Ireland returned a repre- 
sentative of that kind which we are told never to ex- 
pect to see again in Parliament if pocket boroughs be 
once disfranchised. A young man, without an acre 
of land or a sovereign in his pocket, without connexion, 
family, or notoriety of any kind, with nothing to his 
back in the world, but a junior clerkship in a govern- 
ment office is placed at the head of the poll by an 
influence which is alleged not to exist out of such 
places as Midhurst, and Calne, and Portarlington. A 
politician or two, of high standing, are favourably 
impressed with the young man’s talents, think he 
would be of use to their party in the House, 
write a line to their friends in the country, and presto 
the portals of the Westminster Palace are opened to 
him as effectually as if some noble relative or public- 
spirited patron had sent him on a canvass, with a 
letter of recommendation to a handful of tenants-at- 
wil. We know not whether Mr. John Pope 
Hennessy will justify the high expectations which have 
been formed of him, but this he can say for himself, 
that he has entered Parliament very much in the 
same manner as Pitt, and Fox, and Canning, and 
Peel. What his qualifications are, the world at large 
is ignorant of, and the King’s County takes them on 
trust from his backers. Now after this, we should like 
to know on what earthly grounds can the retention of 
small boroughs, in our representative system, be 
defended. It is conceded that they are nests of bri- 
bery, intimidation, and undue influence. Or if these 
features are absent in any case, it is only because the 
power of one or two proprietors is so overwhelming; 
that no opposition can be raised against their dieta- 

tion. It is conceded also that the vast majority of 
small boroughs return representatives who are in- 
tellectually below par. The overgrown constituen- 
cies return vulgar and shallow : the 
small boroughs escape this kind of candidate, but fall 
into the hands of gentlemanly vacuities. The one 
defence for small boroughs is that now and 
then a highly qualified, but unknown and fortune- 

less candidate can be introduced by means of them at 
an early age to public life, and can be introduced by 
no other means. The electors of the King’s County 
have refuted the last part of the assertion, and 
have refuted it under circumstances in which all 
the odds were against them. For this unknown 
young Government clerk they ousted a man of pro- 

perty, an excellent and resident landlord, a member too 


of the South Dublin Union on last Thursday, and 
the particulars of which we give in another column, 
will receive, we think, the approval of most reasonable 
people.

It may now be considered almost certain that the 
month of June will have begun before any great blow 
is struck in Italy. Time flies, even to those who are 
watching daily for events, and it is now a month since 
the rumour first spread that the Austrians were on the 
point of sending an ultimatum to Sardinia. On the 
20th April the first French regiments were despatched 
from Paris, and before the end of the month the Aus- 
trians, with a force variously estimated, but certainly 
not falling short of 120,000 men, were over the Ticino, 
and harrying the vi of Piedmont. Those great 
machines, the armies of modern Europe, are, happily, 
as cumbersome and unwieldy as a knight of the 
fifteenth century. As the science of individual 
— — in war was carried out to such a point that 

y the end of the Middle Ages a warrior could neither 
hurt his adv nor receive hurt himself, and so can- 
non and gunpowder had to come in to overthrow the 
whole system, so 
fare, carried on by immense masses of men prepared 
against every kind of attack, is likely to come to/a 
standstill, unless some genius arises and gives to indivi- 
dual valour its proper pre-eminence. This consciousness 
of the increasing difficulty of making a campaign serve 
any purpose whatever is to be found in 
and conversation of the military men of the pre- 
sent day, and it receives confirmation from all we 
know of the late war with Russia. In that cele- 
brated contest we may say, without calumny to the 
valour of any nation, that the succees was by 
no means conspicuous on either side. Large 
armies, still larger means of transport and munitions of 
war, were brought into the service of the various nations, 
and yet the campaigns were singularly tedious and want- 
ing in results. he Russians advanced t the 
Danube with the fine army which had crushed the insur- 
rection in Hungary, and they were met by the despised 
Turks in ly fortified towns along the river. The 
troops of Nicholas, which had been drilled and paraded, 
and reviewed and concentrated, and formed into a 
d’armée for years, did not succeed in driving Omar Pas 
from his positions, and they retired on the first approach 
of the Austrians, glad that a di c rupture gave 
them the opportunity to q the scene of war 
without discredit. In the Crimea the British and 
French armies performed many gallant deeds, but they 
were eleven months before a naval fort which had 
never been defended from the land side, and at 
last made peace with a Russian army crowning the 
heights on the other side of Sebastopol, and left the 
Muscovites to home and boast of what wonderful 
things they would have done if Pelissier and Codrington 
had ever ventured on a campaign in the open country. 
The only brilliant things that have been done in our 
day were by small bodies of troops—the 
English at Inkermann, the French at the Tchernaya, 
and our own 1 nom at Delhi, in Havelock’s 
battles, and at Lucknow. ese may almost be called 
accidents of warfare. They were the impromptu strug- 
gies of troops placed suddenly in a difficult position, and 
hardly entered into any great plan of campaign. We 
cannot help thinking that Imperial warriors, with 
hundreds of thousands of men under their orders, and 
with the military maps and variously-coloured pins in 
which strategists delight, will hardly give the world any 
such memorable names. 

As to the present campaign, it is impossible to 
chronicle progress where there is no progress. The

The Times announces that shipowners have been 
warned upon the authority of the highest | officers 
of the Crown that all charters of ships to the French 
Government as transports or store ships are in contra- 
vention of the 53rd Geo. III., cap. 69, and if attempted to 
be carried out will involve confiscation of ship, prosecu- 
tion and: imprisonment for misdemeanour, on informa- 
tion being given of the existence of any such contract. 
This decision applies equally to vessels chartered before 
or subsequently to the recent proclamation. There are 
several cases of charters which will be abandoned. 

The Herald says, more decidedly, that the extensive 
coal contracts, recently entered into at Cardiff and New- 
castle are illegal, and will, it is thought, entail very 
serious consequences on shipowners, who will endeavour 
to retrace their steps.

“The land which was the cradle of ancient civiliza- 
tion and of its modern revival, is about to owe to you its 
freedom; you are about to deliver it for ever from its 
oppressors, from those eternal enemies of France, whoee 
name is blended in our history with all our struggles and 
our triumphs.

Long live the Emperor! Long live France!

THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON AT GENOA. 
Genoa, May 14.—The opera “Ione” (of which the 
very effective libretto is founded on Bulwer’s novel, “ The 
Last Days of Pompeii,” began, as usual, at eight, to a 
crowded but sadly inattentive house, the theatre itself 
brilliantly lig and decorated with the French and 
Sardinian tri¢golours. Soon after nine, and just as the 
ballet began, a general rush“ running through the pit 
warned us of his Majesty’s approach, and, in a few mi- 
nutes, he appeared, and came forward at once to the 
front of the ‘box, turning slightly pale, it seemed to me, 
showing thus an emotion which, if, indeed, it existed, 
can hardly have been caused by any doubt of his recep- 
tion after what had passed during the day. At all events, 
the huzzas at the Arsenal fade out of my mind when I 
think of the tremendous electrical shout that ran 
through the theatre, not given in regular time and for 
a definite object, as is our way in England, but 
each voice giving out its separate cry of “ Viva 
l’Empereur !” Viva l’Italia!” or Viva l' Alleanza!“ 
and then cheering its own sentiment with “ Evviva, 
Evviva!“ repeated indefinitely. Fvery person in the 
theatre stood up, the ladies, three and four to the box, 
coming forward and waving their handkerchiefs, while 
the men behind them clapped their hands and cheered, 
compelling the Emperor to come forward three times to 
receive their applause before the ballet was allowed to 
proceed. Napoleon sat in the centre of the box, which 
is not, like the royal box at her Majesty’s Theatre, 
merely distinguished by its size, but is admirably fitted 
to display its occupants, occupying the centre of the 
second tier of boxes, and bulging forward in a semicircle 
into the house, supported on marble pillars which form 
the entrance to the-pit, so that I had every opportunity 
of examining him carefully. On his Majesty’s left 
were the Prince de Carignan, Regent of the kingdom, 
and Count Cavour; .on his right, Prince Napoleon 
and the French Minister, de la Tour d’Auvergne ; 
the Royal personages only sitting, while the Syndic of 
Genoa stood behind their chairs. Your readers may, 
perhaps, be interested in two little incidents I can give 
as facts, which go far to show the high esteem in which 
Cavour is held by crowned heads and rulers, who treat 
him as their equal. On his way to receive the Emperor 
at the Mole, the Count, although sitting next to the 
Prince de Carignan, Regent of the realm during the 
war, overcome, I suppose, with fatigue and heat, 
actually fell asleep, and had to be awakened to receive a 
telegram from the Sardiniau head-quarters, which he 
opened and read sans facon, and again, on meeting the 
Emperor, instead of being honoured with permission to 
salute the Imperial hand, Napoleon III. kissed him on 
both cheeks, calling him “ Mon cher Cavour !” 

I did not see the Royal party leave the theatre, which 
they did at the end of the ballet, but here the exit was 
too rapid to allow of the display of much enthusiasm. I 
met them, however, on their way, about half-past ten, 
in the streets, splendidly illuminated along their whole 
course, and was much struck by the effect when the 
dull roar that preceded them burst into a shout like 
thunder, as they swept round the corner of the Via 
Nuovissima, me into the Piazza Annunziata, pre- 
ceded and wed by splendidly mounted Gendarmerie, 
and disappeared, leaving com tive silence where they 
had been. The town was glorious, indeed, last night; 
never has it worn such a gala dress since the marriage 
of the then Duke of Savoy, in 1842. The streets one 
blaze of flags and light, with golden garlands sur- 
rounding the favourite watchwords of Italian liberty, 
were thronged with Genoese citizens and French 
soldiers, a well-behaved, intelligent, admiring crowd ; 
while the churches seemed pinnacles of fire, raised 
in honour of their deity by worshippers of the sun ; but 
there are those who who will never forget Genoa, always 
beautiful, never more so than as it was seen from t 
sea last night. They will remember the amphitheatre 
of star-like houses rising silently from the sea, the 
strangely impressive sense of quiet and repose after the 
noisy streets and theatre, the Carignano Church and the 
Laterna on the extreme right and left, landmarks of the 
domain of light—the cathedral in the centre raising its 
bright front above its neighbours—the sea, smooth as 
glass, hardly breaking the lines of bright sparks and 
many-coloured lamps which it reflected; the clouds 
above, a grand foil to the shining city, all the darker for 

thunderstorm, which every now and then, 


must think a very successful day ; but it did not come 
on till and then saved the use of an extin- 
isher.— Times.

* THE SEAT OF WAR. 
( From the special correspondeut of the Daily News.) 


_ ALESSANDRIA, May 15.—I am still writing from this 
city, which, as you know, is the most remarkable monu- 
ment of the great Lombard League. On the confines of 
the Marquisate of Montferrat and the Pavezano, between 
the Tanaro and the Bormida, and near their junction, 
stands this famous town. After the blessing of the 
Pontiff and a general congress of the league, it was 
determined that the city to be built round a spot 
where a small castle called “ Del Roberto” stood should 
be named Alessandria, in honour of Pope Alexander 
III., the protector of Guelphs and the head of Catho- 
lic Christendom. It was within its walls that in 
the year 1174 the citizens of the Lombard towns, toge- 
ther with the inhabitants of the surrounding villages, 
stood their ground against the army of the incensed 
German Emperor, who was compelled to make a dis- 
graceful retreat from before the newly erected walls. It 
was yesterday that the Emperor of the French, riding 
side by side with Marshal Canrobert, and surrounded by 
a brilliant staff, made his entry into the town, establish- 
ing here the head-quarters of his powerful army. I need 
scarcely tell you that the arrival of his Majesty has been 
greeted by the most cordial and enthusiastic manifesta- 
tions, on the part both of citizens and soldiers. Trium- 
phal arches were erected in different streets. At the 
gate of Porta Marengo, which leads to the famous 
field of battle made illustrious by the First Con- 
sul, one arch had been erected, adorned with 
flowers and flags, on the frieze of which the motto, “All” 
erede del Vincitore di Marengo” (To the deseendant of 
the conqueror of Marengo) had been conspicuously em- 
blazoned in tri-coloured letters. Victor Emmanuel 
riding on a fine bay charger, went to meet the Emperor, 
and took him to the Royal Palace, splendidly decorated 
for the occasion. The appearance of the King was 
really magnificent ; has martial bearing, and his bold, firm 
aspect, gave evidence of the noble race of warriors from 
whom he springs. It would have been asubject worthy of 
Marochetti. My pen is not powerfyl enough to describe 
the busy and singular appearance of the town. Groups 
of Zouaves, bands of huzzars and lancers, together with 
the beautiful women and girls of the city, singing and em- 
bracing each other with that nonchalance which forms one 
of the prominent features of the present movement. 
Ladies of rank walking arm-in-arm with the young 
officers of the Imperial Guard; priests and soldiers 
talking together, eating together, drinking and singing 
together. The enthusiasm was not d’ordre, but it was 
the real manifestation of a powerful and true-felt feeling. 
This manifestation had no limit when the first order of 
the day addressed by the Emperor to the army was 
posted at the corners of the streets, and over the walls 
of public buildings. 
The activity which prevails in the French and Sardi- 
nian camps leaves no doubt that the hour of the great 
struggle is near at hand. General Gyulai had, perhaps, 
caught scent of the intentions of his adversaries, for since 
yesterday he has hastily abandoned the position of Bob- 
bio, which he had caused to be explored by a column of 
the army he commands. By the intended occupation of 
this mountain town he had apparently the object of men- 
acing the right of the allied army. Descending on the 
valley of the Staffora he could have attacked the extreme 
right of the French, whilst with a bold march through 
the opening on his left he could have threatened Marshal 
Baraguay d’Hilliers, who is still posted on the main road 
from Novi to Genoa with the Ist corps d armée. On the 
other hand, with the occupation of Bobbio, he could have 
equally descended into the valley of the Trebbia if his 
centre of Piacenza had been menaced. The movement 
of the Austrian general-in-chiefon Bobbio was almost 
simultaneous with the advance on Stradella, Broni, Car- 
teggio, Casatisma, Argine, and Mezzana Corti. 
A glance at the map will show you that the three 
first-mentioned 3 are in direct communication 
with the entrenched Austrian camp of Piacenza, and the 
last with Gravellone and Pavia. The camp of 
has been manned with 200 heavy guns, and it is there 
that General Gyulai awaits the first attack of the united 
forces. These, of course, are all mere conjectures ; but, 
as I told you, people here of mark and likelihood share 
almost to a man this opinion. At the extreme left of the 
Piedmontese lines nothing of note has occurred since my 
last letter. A second reconnaisance en force has been 
made by the Sardinians on the Vercelli road, marching 
as far as the Cascine de Stra. The Austrians did not 
stir from their positions, nor did they answer the vigor- 
ous fire of their brave assailants. 
The enlistment of volunteers is going on with great 
activity both at Turin and Acqui. In this last town a 
regiment called Cacciatori degli Apennini is ready to 
join the active army. It is commanded by Signor Bol- 
doni, a distinguished Neapolitan colonel. This regi- 
ment is composed of four battalions under the orders of 
Majors Duke San Donato, Mathieu, Gheltoff, and Za- 
nardi. The first of these gentlemen is an intimate friend 
of Commendatore Ratazzi, formerly Home Secretary in 
Cavoar’s administration, and one of the.leading men of 
the Chamber. In order to give you a full idea of the 
readiness of Lombard and Venetian noblemen to join the 
national army, I shall quote a few pregnant instances. 
In one of the cavalry regiments there are three Maz 
uises Visconti ; in the Cacciatori delle Alpi, four Counts 
ella Riva; and three Counts Arrivabene in another
